To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Tonbridge  Rural  District  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  your  District  for 
1967o  This  is  the  first  occasion  that  a  separate  report  has  been  published 
for  each  of  the  seven  constituent  authorities  in  the  South  West  Kent  Joint 
Health  Area. 

Group  statistics  for  the  seven  Districts  are  given  on  pages  7  to  10 
for  comparison  purposes.  Details  of  the  County  Services  available  in  the 
District  are  included  in  the  Report  and  I  hope  these  will  prove  of  value. 

The  first  part  of  the  Report  deals  with  Staff,  Statistics,  Health 
Services  and  Infectious  Disease,  and  the  second  part  deals  with  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  District,  Housing,  and  Inspection  and  Supervision  of 
Food.  A  separate  report  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  not  given 
but  the  record  of  the  work  is  incorporated  and  I  am  very  grateful  to 
Mr.  Davies  for  his  valued  contribution  towards  the  compilation  of  this  Report. 

The  POPULATION  for  the  District,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General 
for  mid  1967?  was  28,490,  an  increase  of  430  over  the  mid  1966  figure. 

The  Population  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  for  mid  1967  was  189,000,  an 
increase  of  1,890  over  the  mid  1966  figure. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE  (number  of  births  per  1 ,000  population)  for  the 
District  in  1967  was  17»1,  compared  with  22.02  in  the  previous  year.  The 
ADJUSTED  BIRTH  RATE  for  the  District  was  17«6,  compared  with  22.68  in  the 
previous  year.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1 967  was  17«2. 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  (number  of  deaths  per  1 ,000  population)  for  the 
District  in  1967  was  10.9,  compared  with  10.26  in  the  previous  year.  The 
ADJUSTED  DEATH  RATE  for  the  District  was  9 <>4,  compared  with  8.72  in  the 
previous  year.  The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1967  was  11.2. 
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The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  District  in  1967  was  19»0 
compared  with  12 .94  for  the  District  in  the  previous  year.  The  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  1 8 „3 •  A  table  showing  the

The  NEO-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of  infants  under 
four  weeks)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  District  in  1967  was  10. 3i 
compared  with  8o09  in  the  previous  year0  The  neo-natal  mortality  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  12  .5* 

The  EARLY  NEO-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  week)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  District  in  1967  was  10.3»  compared 
with  6.47  in  the  previous  year* 

The  PERI-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (stillbirths  and  deaths  under  one  week 
combined)  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths  for  the  District  in  1967  was  20o0, 
compared  with  19o17  in  the  previous  year.  The  Peri-Natal  Mortality  Rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  25°40 

No  MATERNAL  DEATH  occurred  in  the  District  in  1967° 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH o  A  table  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  showing 
the  causes  of  death  is  given  on  pages  9  and  10.  The  commonest  cause  of 
death  in  the  Rural  District  in  1967  was  Coronary  Disease  -  37  deaths,  an 
increase  of  9  over  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

Deaths  from  Malignant  Neoplasm  of  Lung  or  Bronchus  in  the  District 
during  the  year  were  17  male  and  9  female,  and  a  table  showing  deaths  from 
this  cause  for  the  District  during  the  past  10  years  is  given  on  page  11. 

Deaths  occuring  in  the  District  from  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents  numbered 
6,  compared  with  3  in  the  previous  year.  Deaths  from  all  other  accidents 
totalled  3i  compared  with  7  in  the  previous  year. 

Infectious  Disease 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  in  the  District  is 
given  on  pages  12  and  13® 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Acute 
Poliomyelitis  were  notified  in  the  District  during  1967° 

Measles  was  prevalent  during  the  year;  a  total  of  600  cases  were 
notified,  the  greatest  number  being  in  the  months  of  March  and  April.  No 
deaths  occurred. 
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The  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  notified,  occurred  in  families  living 
in  one  of  the  Parishes  in  the  Rural  District. 

Small  outbreaks  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  two  Parishes;  the  cases 
were  of  a  mild  type. 

There  was  an  unusually  high  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough  in  a  part  of 
the  District  during  the  summer  months.  The  cases  were  clinically  very 
mild. 

Tuberculosis 

During  1967  six  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  case  of 
Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified;  one  death  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  occurred.  In  1966  the  figures  were-  New  Cases  7  Pulmonary; 
Deaths  3  Pulmonary. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination 


On  pages  13  and  16  of  the  Report,  figures  kindly  supplied  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  are  given  showing  the  number  of  persons  vaccinated 
against  Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox,  and  also  the  number  of  persons 
immunised  against  Diphtheria  with  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus. 


Home  Safety 


Valuable  work  continued  to  be  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the  Home

Laboratory  Service 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  under  the  Directorship  of  Dr.  A.L.

Home  Nursing  Service 

The  County  Council  provides  a  service  free  of  charge  for  the  attendance 
on  persons  whose  doctors  require  them  to  be  nursed  in  their  own  homes.  The 
nurse's  attendance  is  normally  arranged  by  the  doctor,  but  the  name  and  address 
of  the  appropriate  nurse  for  any  particular  district  is  obtainable  from  the 
District  Office  of  the  County  Council. 

Domestic  Help  Service 

Domestic  Help  service  may  be  provided  in  households  where  it  is  needed 
owing  to  the  presence  of  a  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother, 
mentally  subnormal,  aged  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age,  but  only 
where  there  is  no  able-bodied  person  in  the  household  capable  of  carrying  out 
the  necessary  household  duties.

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Night  and  Evening  Service 


Evening  Service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  bedridden  or 
housebound  and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and 
includes  the  provision  of  a  light  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention  to  fires. 
Night  Service  is  provided,  for  no  longer  than  three  weeks  unless  there  are 
exceptional  circumstances,  for  the  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are 
living  in  their  own  homes  and  who  need  attention  during  the  night.  In  some 
cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three  nights  a  week  to  give  relief 
to  relatives. 

Family  Care  Service 

After  consultation  with  the  Children's  Department,  this  service  is 
provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in  their  own  homes  during  the 
absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admission  to  hospital  for  illness  or 
confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances.  Help  is  given  only  to 
families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is  involved  and  the  period  of 
service  is  limited  to  three  months. 

Family  Welfare  Service 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parent's  consent,  in  households 
where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family  are  much 
below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live.  The 
three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of 
the  families,  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to  keep  the 
families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up.  Intensive  training  for  a 
period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a  follow-on  service 
for  nine  months.  In  families  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of  mental 
subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after  the  initial  period  of 
three  months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a  week  until  the 
youngest  child  reaches  compulsory  school  age.

1 .  Vater  Supply 

The  position  with  regard  to  water  supplies  continues  to  be  as  in 
previous  years,  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company  supplying  water  to  the  majority 
of  the  premises  in  the  district,  the  remainder  being  supplied  by  the  4 

Sevenoaks  and  Tonbridge  Water  Company,  the  Tunbridge  Wells  Water  Undertaking 
and  the  Mid  Sussex  Water  Company.  In  addition  a  small  number  of  premises 
receive  piped  supplies  from  private  sources.  Supplies  during  the  year  were 
sufficient  and  the  quality  generally  satisfactory.

In  Tonbridge  Rural  District  99#  of  the  houses  are  supplied  with  piped 
water  from  public  mains. 

Difficulty  was  experienced  with  an  Estate  supply  when  the  water 
became  polluted  at  source  and  the  treatment  plant  proved  to  be  inadequate. 
Emergency  measures  were  taken  to  ensure  that  the  supply  was  made  safe 
temporarily,  and  works  are  now  in  hand  to  provide  the  supply  with  new 
chlorination  and  filtration  enquipment. 


During  the  year  the  following  mains  extensions  were  carried  out:- 

The  Sevenoaks  and  Tonbridge  Water  Company 

A  total  of  349  yds.  of  mains  extensions  were  carried  out  within  the 
Company's  Statutory  Area. 

The  Mid  Kent  Water  Company 

The  Company  laid  1,694  yards  of  mains  extensions  in  Hadlow,  Horsmonden, 
Lamberhurst  and  Paddock  Wood,  and  now  supply  5i969  properties  in  the  District. 

The  Tunbridge  Wells  Water  Undertaking 

A  total  length  of  1,176  yds.  of  4"  diameter  main  was  laid  at  Langton. 

Special  reports  have  been  received  from  the  Water  Companies  on  the 
plumbo-solvent  action  of  their  water  supply,  and  it  is  clear  from  these  that 
the  lead  content  of  the  waters  is  well  within  the  recognised  safety  limit  of 
lead  in  a  communal  drinking  water. 

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Mr.  G.L.  Plastow,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has  kindly  supplied  the 
undermentioned  information 

Works  carried  out  during  1967 

(a)  Pembury 

Work  was  commenced  during  the  year  on  the  new  sewage  disposal  works 
to  serve  Pembury  and  this  is  due  for  completion  by  the  end  of  1968.  A  new 
outfall  sewer  to  this  works  has  also  been  laid  as  part  of  the  main  contract. 

(b)  Paddock  Wood 

Main  drainage  has  been  provided  for  15  properties  and  22  caravans 
in  the  Queen  Street  area  of  Paddock  Wood.  This  scheme  involved  the 
construction  of  an  underground  pumping  station  from  which  the  sewage  is  pumped 
to  the  main  Paddock  Wood  disposal  works. 

(c)  Lamberhurst 

Twenty-eight  properties  were  connected  to  the  new  sewers  laid  in 
Furnace  Lane,  Lamberhurst,  which  drain  to  a  new  pumping  station. 

(d)  Horsmonden 

A  short  extension  of  the  sewer  was  made  in  Lamberhurst  Road  to 
connect  the  drainage  from  two  properties.  Due  to  the  Ministry's  financial 
restrictions  it  was  not  possible  to  extend  this  still  further  to  drain  another 
20  houses  as  outlined  in  last  year's  report. 
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(e)  Works  carried  out  by  Private  Developers 

During  the  year  the  Council  adopted  a  sewage  pumping  station, 
sewers  and  pumping  main  constructed  by  the  Governors  of  Kent  College,  Pembury, 
to  serve  the  school  and  adjoining  properties. 

The  Council  also  adopted  other  soil  and  surface  water  sewers  laid  by 
private  developers  to  serve  new  housing  estates. 

Future  Programme 

(a)  Mat field,  Brenchley  and  Horsmonden  Regional  Scheme 

This  regional  scheme,  including  the  treatment  of  sewage  from  the 
Maidstone  Rural  District  Council,  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  earlier  in 
the  year  and  a  Local  Inquiry  is  to  be  held  in  the  Spring  of  1968. 

(b)  Hadlow 

Ministry  approval  was  received  early  in  the  year  to  the  Council’s 
Scheme  for  extending  the  Hadlow  sewage  disposal  works  and  for  sewering  the 
Golden  Green  and  Barnes  Street  area,  but  owing  to  pressure  of  work  and 
financial  restrictions  preparation  of  detailed  drawings  and  tender  documents 
for  this  scheme  have  been  delayed. 

(c)  Hildenborough 

The  scheme  for  pumping  the  sewage  from  the  whole  of  Hildenborough 
Parish  to  the  Tonbridge  Urban  District  Council’s  works  for  treatment  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  start  will  be  made  during  1968. 

(d)  Speldhurst 

A  scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  the  Blower's  Hill  area  of  Speldhurst  ha3 
been  prepared  oy  a  Consulting  Engineer  and  is  about  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Ministry.  This  will  serve  a  small  estate  being  developed  as  well  as  providing 
main  drainage  for  a  further  20  existing  properties  in  the  vicinity. 


3®  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A  new  tip  has  been  opened  at  Biggenden,  Brenchley,  and  tipping  is 
alternating  between  this  and  the  Council’s  other  tip  at  Nevergood  Farm,  Horsmonden. 

Trials  have  been  initiated  in  parts  of  the  district  using  a  paper  sack 
collection. 

Under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967*  the  Council  are  investigating  the 
provision  of  a  site  or  sites  where  ratepayers  may  deposit  rubbish.

All  meat  condemned  at  the  slaughterhouse  is  coloured  with  the  approved 
dye  before  removal  for  rendering  into  animal  feed  or  fertilizer.  All  the 
other  condemned  foods  are  taken  to  the  Council's  refuse  dump  for  burial. 

The  large  quantity  of  other  food  referred  to  above  was  condemned  in 
fruit  grading  factories  in  the  District.  The  fruit  and  vegetables  were 
mainly  from  imported  consignments  and  condemnation  certificates  were  issued 
for  the  various  quantities  rejected  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 


9 >  Food  Poisoning 

Six  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.  The 
infection  in  one  case  was  due  to  Salmonella  Panama,  and  the  causative 
organism  in  the  other  five  was  Salmonella  Typhi-murium.  Two  of  the  cases 
were  treated  in  hospital,  the  home  address  of  one  patient  being  outside  the 
Rural  District. 
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
